The following statement was entered into the record for Supervisor Antonovich:

“On August 12, 2008, the Board of Supervisors approved the
extension of a reward offer of $10,000 for information leading to the
arrest and conviction of the person(s) responsible for the murder of
16-year-old Samantha Salas, who was fatally shot and killed on
Saturday, January 26, 2008, at approximately 9:00 p.m., while
walking with a friend on the 2500 block of Peck Road, in the
unincorporated area of Monrovia.

“The Sheriff’'s Homicide Investigators support the increase of the
reward offer of $10,000 to $20,000 in the hopes of generating more
leads in their investigation.”

Therefore, on motion of Supervisor Antonovich, seconded by Supervisor Knabe,
unanimously carried (Supervisor Yaroslavsky being absent), the Board increased the
$10,000 reward offered to $20,000 for any information leading to the arrest and/or
conviction of the person or persons responsible for the heinous murder of 16-year old
Samantha Salas, who was shot and killed while walking with a friend on the 2500 block
of Peck Road near Longden Ave., in the unincorporated area of Monrovia, on January
26, 2008 at approximately 9:00 p.m.

The terms of the reward provide that:

All reward claims must be in
writing and shall be received no later than April 30, 2009.

--  The total County payment of any and all rewards shall in no event
exceed $20,000 and no claim shall be paid prior to conviction
unless the Board of Supervisors makes a finding of impossibility of
conviction due to the death or incapacity of the person or persons
responsible for the crime or crimes.

--  The County reward may be apportioned between various persons
and/or paid for the conviction of various persons as the
circumstances fairly dictate.
